L A N G H O R N E . Mar. 4— I our youths, three of them 
from Chattanooga. Tenn., and one from Philadelphia, 
were arrested early today in I renton, N. J., after the car 
in which they were attempting ti* escape had cracked up 
at the dead-end super-highway cast of this borough. 
The quartet faced multiple charges involving an at­ 
tempted kidnapping in Philadelphia last evening. 
The suspects were identified as Joseph A . Martocello, 
Jr.. 18. of 229 N. 13th St.. Phila.; and Leland Green, 
22, Edw in Lee Leat her wood, 27, and I’red W ilk cy, 24, 
all of Chattanooga. 
Captain of Detectives John J. Ryan announced the 
quartet was being held for investigation and carrying 
concealed deadly weapons. 
H e added that they would be turned over to J hila- 
delphia police, who want them on charges of pointing 
firearms, violation of the firearms act, making threats, 
and reckless use of firearms. 
Trenton police said that when arrested the men were 
carrying .38-calibre revolvers, a loaded .45 automatic, a 
knife, and 300 rounds of ammunition. 
Detectives said the three Tennessee men charged 
that they came north with Martocello ten days ago be­ 
lieving that he was an F B I man who had hired them for 
$80 a week as bodyguards.
